104.2.) not'the compacted 
firmncfle of the Heavens, ſeeing that under this name Firmamenr, 
we muſt neceſſarily comprile, as well the aire which is ſpread 
out, over, and round aboutthe earth,” as/ that firmer body of the 
Heavenabovez of which, more anon. That the heaven above is 
underſtood by the name of Firmament, it is evident, becauſe God 
{et the Moon and the Sun and Starres in the Firmament, verſ, 14. 
And;thart ir includes the Aire alfo, is as Evident, ſeeing God ap- 
points the birds to flye inthe open Firmament, ver. 20, Now if 
we conceive the Plancrs and Stars to move in the Ayr, which ma- 
ny with very great ſhew of reaſon maintain, the opinion may ſeem 
ro be favoured by the Holy Ghoſt in this Chapter, who calling both 
the Ayr where the birds flye, and the Heaven in which the Starres 
are carried, by one name, may ſeem to 1mply,. that they are both 
carried inthe ſame body of the Ayr, though at-a great diſtance 
one from the other. . Howſoever it 15 moſt probable, that the-word 
Firmament, in this place, includes at rhe utrermoſt tio more,' then 
the {phear /in which the Stars'arecarried, which is the uttermoſt 
bound of the viſible world, the making whereof was that which 
Moſes only: intended to deſcribes in this place, where wefindino- 
thing at all mentioned concerning the Third Heevens, of the-An-

In the miudeſt of the waters That is,as 1t is expreſſed in the next 
verſe,: to be betweetrthewarers, and toſeparate the waters above, 
and below the Firmament. Now what theſe VVarers be. that are

thar are above the Firmament,/ is much-queſtioned. Some place 
thcem-aboverhe Srarres, and. imagine them to be either a kind of 
Chriſtal ſphere ; which is-cermed waters, for'the reſemblance 
which it -hath-unto warers congealed; or el{e that there are true 
real waters there indeed. Others bythe waters above, underſtand 
the waters which are carried inthe Ayr, above the Earth, it the 
Clouds, and bound up in them, Job 26. 8. Whichopinionif we
